We  had  class 
members  on  the  Ijasketball  team,  baseball  team  and  track  team.  We  pre- 
sented the  play  "The  Haunted  Tea  Room"  and  in  the  sprinn;  snonsored 
two  skating  parties.  Tbe  officers  for  the  junior  vear  were:  Robert  Mar- 
kel,  president;  Donald  Robison,  vice-president;  Doris  Burket,  secretary; 
Assunta  I.,ese,  treasurer. 

Vera  Blosser  i)ecamc  the  main  nfliccr  for  our  class.  The  party  of 
the  year  was  the  calendar  i)arty  held  .Innuary  twenty-first.  We  present- 
ed the  play  "Huckleberry  Finn"  on  March  sixth.  As  our  senior  year 
comes  to  an  end,  two  things  will  be  remembered  bv  our  class.  "No  crown 
without  the  dust  of  labor"  and  the  accomplishments  of  our  lives  which 
were  stimulated  by  our  centralized  school  at  .lamestown.
